“I would never engage Col. Ingersoll 
for a counselor,” said a business man tho 
other day. 
‘‘I should feel that the very 
prejudice against him on account of his 
religion would lose the case with the aver* 
ag© jury.” 
The remark calls to mind the uniform 
practice of tho orator before a jury, a 
practice he adopted at tho outset of his 
career at the bar. 
lie realizes that un­ 
conscious if not conscious prejudice might 
quietly work against him, particularly in 
places where lie was not personally known, 
and so his first object everywhere has 
been to overcome any secret religious feel­ 
ing against him. 
‘‘There was but ono thing that could 
perve mo this purpose,” he said to a Phila­ 
delphia friend long ago, according to tho 
Inquirer of that city, “and that was hu­ 
mor. 
Thoro is only one sort of argument 
that will completely untie the knots in a 
stubborn, bigoted brain, aud that is hu­ 
morous argument. 
No fallacy can with­ 
stand the force of humor, though all the 
facts in the universe would not budge it. 
There is an insidious, undermining power 
about humor that leaves nothing for pre­ 
judice to stand on. 
About the first case 
in which I appeared as a pleader there 
were twelve men on tho jury who hated 
me so religiously that I thought the best 
thing I could do for my client was to take 
a train and leave the State. 
But I didn’t. 
I staid there, and when it came my turn 
to 
address the jury they looked as 
though they would 
hear an address 
from Mephistopheles himself. 
I had 
some good anecdotes in stock and began to 
weave them into my address one after an­ 
other where I thought they would hit. 
The first one was taken with perfect 
soberness. 
After awhile I got an en­ 
couraging wrinkle on ono old fellow’s face. 
Another yarn made several of them grin. 
I was running short of good things to say, 
but I felt that I dare not stop speaking 
until I had made every one of them laugh 
to himself like a good fellow. 
Before I 
finished every juror’s face had l>een many 
times thoroughly wreathed with smiles 
and the laughter of tho crowd in the court 
room had been checked repeatedly. 
I 
won th* case and resolved never to leave a 
jury, if I could help it, until I had made 
every mail in it take several good, quiet 
laughs, as a guaranty that he had nothing 
against me personally—as a safeguard 
against unconscious prejudice.”

Tho most remarkable case I ever noted 
of individual friendliness between North­ 
ern and Southern soldiers occurred at a 
camp on tho Rapidan.

Just after dark ono night 
the silence was broken by the shout: 
“Hello, Johnny Reb.” from a Union min. 
He was answered in a moment by his op­ 
posite sentry with “Hello, Johnny Yank.” 
Then this colloquy occurred: “Who are 
you:'’’ 
“Taylor of company A, First 
Massachusetts. 
Who are you:-” 
“Taylor 
of company E, Fifth Louisiana.” “ What is 
your Arse name?” 
“Charles E. 
What’s 
yours?” 
“Charles E, too.” The peculiar 
coincidence attracted attention from all of 
the two armies within hearing, and they 
listened to the story yelled across the river 
from one army to another on the eve of 
battle. 
It developed that they 
were 
father and son. 
The former had opposed 
his son's marriage to a factory girl, and 
the son had married just the same. He and 
his bride had taken the money the wealthy 
father had allotted him and suddenly dis­ 
appeared. 
Then the father relented, aud continued 
an unavailing search until the war had 
called him. 
Tho son had gone to New Or­ 
leans, it transpired, and there had gone 
Into business and grown wealthy. He had 
been imbued with tho Southern spirit by 
his surroundings, and had taken up South­ 
ern arms.

Tacom a, W. T., May 14.—At 5:53 
o'clock last night fifteen or twenty men 
were at work in a nevi hotel building being 
erected for a hotel by Walter Bates, who 
v\ us acting as his own foreman and clerk 
of works. 
Suddenly a tremendous storm 
came un from the southwest, which struck 
tho building with full force. 
The structure 
tottered for a moment, and then collapsed, 
burying tho workmen in the ruins.

W. A. Mackey, pastor of the Presby­ 
terian church, who stopped to seek shelter 
from tho rain, was severely injured.

three stories high, on Tacoma avenue, and 
four stories on the alley below.

Th© P e a n u t In d u stry . 
Speaking of the advocacy of tho peanut 
as a remedy for insomnia by tho Rev. T. 
B. Lyman, Episcopal Bishop of North 
Carolina, an expert on tho peanut said: 
“Tho peanut singly is a light and airy 
trifle, but in numbers it is a vast resource 
of agriculture and commerce. 
Its food 
properties are great, aud a rich, precious 
oil is in every kernel. 
The consumption 
of peanuts is 3,200,000 bushels a season 
and the highest production is but 700,000 
bushels more. 
All theso peanuts aro raised 
in Virginia, North Carolina, and Ten­ 
nessee, but the Tennessee production is 
comparatively small. 
During tho peanut 
harvest the people, the picanninies, tho 
dogs, pigs, and nearly everything that eats 
got fat in the land of the peanut. Peanuts 
are planted at corn-planting time, each 
kernel produces a running vine like crab 
grass, and each root develops about twenty 
pods. 
When ripe the plow is run through 
the loamy soil on a dry day just before 
frost. The nuts are dried and shocked up 
like corn to keep dry before housing. 
When marketed they go to a cleaner, 
where they are put through steam power 
machinery and polished, after which they 
are graded according to size and variety. 
The Virginia nut is tho largest and finest. ”
